The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken as 
a whole neither teaches nor renders obvious to combination including the hub formed with a 
wheel mounting flange and the outer member formed with a flange, the hub and/or the outer 
member have fiber flows with the fiber flows being cut off and exposed to the outer raceway 
surface, with the angle of fiber flows being equal to or smaller than 15°. The prior art references 
showing fiber flows teach having the fiber flows parallel to the raceway surfaces, and thus have 
no cut-off or exposed fiber flows. Additionally, the prior art references do not teach or suggest 
the fiber flows having the angle below 15° while having an integral flange, as discussed in 
Applicant's remarks.
